2. Informatioa coatained in a number of reports coveriag s
perlod {rom 1945 uatil 1962 and recelived {rom a predecessor organ-
ination of this Agency, the Department of the Army and a biegraphical
sketch regarding the '"curriculum vitas’ of Ladislao TARNOS de
THARNO provia ¢ by TARNOI de THARNO himself, indicates the
existence of two individuals whom this oifice believes to be identical
with one another and, consequantly, very probably ideatifiable with
the Subjuet of your trace requast. The iaitial ideatilication of the

Tha oo, Y. ‘twoindivideals, " namely, one Lasalo TARNOY (aka Dector TARNOY,
Lasslo (SOSTYAL) TARNOI, Kostysl TARNQ] aka Laslo) and Ladlsiac
TARNOI de THARNO is based on the following facts: that beth were
bora about 1912 {n Hungary, that both bad aa exteasive background in
law and were active ln the Hungarian government duriag Worll War Il,
that both wers judges and ackieved bigh positions in the Hungarian
judicial systam at approximatsly the same time during World War II,
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that Lacdislao TARNOIL de THARNO was Secretary of the Hangarian

Embassy in Italy duriag the latter part of the war and Lassale (XOSTYAL)
TARNOQI, a secretary In the Hungariaa Foreign Office arrived in

Mllan, Italy, in February 1945, apparently to taks up a diplomatic

post of some type, that after the war, both were active in Italy as
businessmea and did mot return to Hungary. Both imdividuals would

then very definitsly appear to be ldentical. Upon review of your

3. Accordiag to a report cated L0 August 1345 from a seurce
whose reliability camnot be judged but whose information was judged
to be probably trus, Lasslo TARNOY arrived in Milaa ta April 1945.
lie was reportsd to have been iormerly in the entourage of css Baroa
KEMENY; TARNOY helped to evacuate ths Ministry (probably the
Foreiga Ministry) to Ssombathely, Hungary. TARNOY was described
as a smart businessmas whe claimed that he was seat by the Minister
to inform the Legation verbally on the situatioa in Hungary. According
to Source, TAKNOY was & member of the Arrow Cross Party (sxtreme
riyht wing (ascist group), and a former lsader of rightist etudent
movements in {{unagary.

Departmeat of the Army, SCI Unit Z, Rome, Doctor TARNOY was
formerly Secretary of the Foreign Ministry and alse held a goverament
post under SZALLASI. Tha Army report indicated that various storiee
conceraing TARNOY stated that at one time he was & judge and a
member of (e Arrow Cross Party, slthouyh be allegedly was a Jew
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an: a former Socialist. TARNOY reportecly arrived with his ariver
froi. Vieana ia April 1945 anc was livin, in Argegaio (Como region)
whe ¢ he was on good terms with the Italian Partisans.

5. A usually reliable source reparted oo 10 January 1946 that
Laszl> (Kostyai) TARNOI was a Huugarian Nazi student leader and
forme: official in the Ministry of Public Education.

The automobile which beloaged to one Elemer RADISIC,
the former Hungarian deleyate to the League of Natioas, was taken
ioto custody by the 5wedish Legacrion in Mllan., Posing as a Jewlsh
refuces, TARNOI] contactec Allied authorities, and thereaftsr obtaised
periaission to start an .Anglo-Italian satirical review in Milar.
When TARNJI arrivec in Rome in December 1345, e called on
RADISIC's sister, Mrs. Ecovina PANFILA, 7 Via Ssata Costassa,
demandin; tac above :nentioned car be turned over to him. S8She
refusec, «ven though TARNOI threatened to denounce har to Allied
authorities, His claim that he had very good contacts amoag Alliec
authorities created great consternatioa smong the democratic
Hungariins, who knew him as a rabid Hungarian Nasi aad a scouacrol.

6. Accor:ilng 10 2 report cated 25 June 1940 {rom a reliable '
source, Laszlo TARNOY (TARNOI) alleced cnctor, and a Hungarian
citizen, marriel wilh no chilcren, lived at 25 Piassa Castello in
_ ~ilan aod claimed to be an agent of the British Intelligeace Service
e ‘(ou‘oscq\xebr inquiry scnt to the British, revealed that they had no

cord of asyonc by thal nan.e except for one reference comncaraning one
La-.;zlo ‘TARNOY, z Huagarian Nasi). Source stated that TARNOY was
in fact an active member of the Crocefrecciata (Arrow Cross) Party,
by virtuc of ..aich he penetratec the Budapest magistracy and rose
av bigh as «nlef judge. YHe was at that time a relontless percecutor
of th: Jews and of pro-British elements. Hls conduct in the BEKEF]
affair vas given as an rxample; Laso BEKEFI1, an actor and notad lor
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niz anti-Nazi and pro-Sritish views, was arrested together with some
of his friends ana coudemined to death by TARNOY. BEKEFI's sentence
was commautec to lfe imprisonment. After the fall of Budapest,
TARNQOY went to Milan with two cars, a great maay furs, and his
pretty young wife, who was cescribec as a musical comedy artist
(further iavestization and check into cur files reveals that Lasxzlo
TARNQCY's wiic was one Baba KRAPUS who was 22 ysars of age in

the ranks of the Froats della Gloventu (Youth Front), where hs passed
for a refugee and a profe:sional journalist.

7. The iollowizg information concerns Ladislao TARNOLI ce
THARNQO, Venessielan citizen: he was 2 naturalized Venesuelan
citizen, was born ia Hungary in 191C and obtained the Doctor of Law
degree in the Royal University "Pazmaany Peter” of Budapest in
1934. He was a lawyer by prolession, and cventually was named
Judge of the Superier Tribunal of the capitol (1942), then Diractor
of the Cabinet of the Minlstry of Justice and later, Secratary of the
Hungarian Embassy in Italy. At the end of World War II, baving refused
to raturn to his couatry, he was deprived of his possessions and
his citizsenship. During the f{irst three years of his voluntary exile,
he worked as a port laborer in Goaova {sic), Italy, and later, as a
businessman in Milan. In 1948 he ~migrated to Venesuela, where
he obtained Venesuelan cilisenship in 1953, and in 1962, be was working
in a lawyer's officc as & public interpreter. TARNOI de THARNO's
acientific activity was cescribed ae characterised by a fervent ce-

He attonced the Inter-American Philosophy Congressess hsld in
Santiagc. Chile, in 1956, in Washington in 1957, in Saa Jose, Costa
Rica, ia 190!, and the International Philosophy Congress, held in
Venice in 19538, He conducted various lactures and scientific talksa;
inseting with rofessors of the Law Schools of the Usiversities of
Montevideo and Bucoos Alres in 1956, confereaces held at the Natiosal
Universitles of Santisco, Chile, o 1956, Zulis, Vemesuela, in 1957,
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San Jose, Costa Rica, in 1961, aad in the Center of Philosophic Studies
of the National University of Mexico in 1962.

that one Lasxlco TARNOL was a representative of the Hungariaa

Communist Party in Caracas, Venezuela.

5. A check of other offices of this Agency reveals a report
dated 1944, source mot givea, ia which one Doctor Lassio TARNOL
was allaged to have been the national propagasda leader of the TURUL
Association (sic) and a staff member of the publication VIRRADAP

(translation-Daybreak).
